Tlie lalltr 
havo lor t hreo years past advanced 
euutlously toward thin point, avoid- 
ing discussion of the subject by .ill 
uieuns in their power; but M this 
session they Imvii.with BID re bold- 
ness' mid positivcncss than before, 
taken parly ground as protectionists. 
The differences of opinion among 
Democrats on Ihis question hit well 
illustrateil by tho proceeding* list 
week. Most of the, PMMayWIiitt 
Democrats, with soma others voted 
with the Republicans,, mid the t>jienk- 
er is also understood to br, ns iij'enn- 
sjlvsnia, a protectionist. It i» evi- 
dent, Iherclore, that nil general prop- 
ositions to liberalize. fnii«t full In this 
Mouse. Why, then, do tho Demo- 
crnts press the matter on tho House '! 
it will bo asked. For the reaaon, the 
answor is, that they believe it to be a 
real question and one in which tho 
country lakes an interest, the dis- 
cussion of which, therefore is neces- 
sary in order to bring onr politics in- 
to some sort of reason again.' Thoy 
bcliovo also thai if it can be got be- 
fore the people as a prominent Itsuo 
the Democrats will gain more than 
they will loso, and this view is great- 
ly strengthened by tho unconcealed 
and nervous anxiety ot Republican 
leaders to prevent debate on It at this 
session.

Ills cstlmalod that I'nc e 
Sam pays annually tor gas trom ihrco 
to lour hundred thousand dollars— 
about one hundred thousand in this 
District. The cost of lighting the 
Cupilcl for u night session ot both 
houses is set at five hundred dollars.

Hilitarj Ken for Civil Offices. 

There seems to be a growing tend- 
ency to elevate military men to office* 
of a civil character and overlook iho 
more essential qualification* of states- 
manship. This evil— lor it is an evil 
—is a growing one. It is one thai 
has boen the cause of raising men to 
the highest office, who were totally 
uiifli fur the positions. Let two men 
announce tliemsulves for an office, in 
which fighting propoiisilies.il way be t 
aro lo bo piidUhsd rather than 011- 
couruired. Let one. of them possess 
all iho rcqui.iie qualifications neces- 
sary to make 11 good officer, and Id 
the other be lacking in the.c, but have 
a military record and see which will 
be successful. Nine limes out often 
tho pcoplo being^ appealed to, to re- 
ward heroism, will chooso the latter 
in preference to the former. History 
is lull of such instances, many 01 
which proved to bo grave mistakes. 
There may be men who can act with 
equal facility in any sphere of life, 
but as a rule a military leader is apt 
to be entirely too arbitrary and dic- 
tatorial for a civil leader. There are 
many notable instances, but one will 
sufficoforthe present. Grant was a 
successful military leader, and upon 
hia accession to tin: Presidency ho 
proved himself eminently unfit for 
the office. He still retained his Ideas 
of military discipline and conse- 
quently kept his heel upon the neck 
of the crushed and bleeding South, 
thereby keeping aglow the fires of 
sectionalism and animosity, that 
should have rested in the graves of 
her martyred dead, when the final re. 
suit of the terrific struggle lor the 
"Lost Cause"' passed into history. 
Grant proved himself lo bo a military 
despot and but lor the false idea ot 
heroism which is the all prevailing 
one with Americans, he would have 
given plnco at tho expiration ol his 
term to a man who might havo pur- 
sued a different course. Bui no, the 
hue and cry raised on account of his 
military record was sufficient lo nom- 
inate him oyer others be'.lcr qualified, 
and be was re-elected, and the coun- 
try thrown into the greatest financial 
panic uf modern limes. This is an 
instance of a military man beln/ 
given the highest position in the gill 
of the people. We find 1 lie same 
idoas prevailing iu regent to ull other 
offices. Look at our Stale officers to- 
day. Almost to a unit they are mili- 
tary 111011. In fact a man who is not 
blessed with a military litlo need not 
hope lor political prelermcut. 

It matters not how indifferent a 
man's political record may have beon, 
let him become a candidate lor office 
and it is flaunted in the face of the 
people and the pour deluded voters 
couccivo him to bo a hero and he is 
elected while his opponent who pos- 
sibly remained at homo and worked 
and studied lo qualify himself lor the 
duties or life Is boaleu and remanded 
to Ihc shades of obscurity. The suc- 
cessful man may have been a Lieuten- 
ant, a corporal or a private ill the 
rear ranks, or a homo guard for 
twenty-four hours, it matlrrs not Ihc 
principle is the same and he receives 
his reward. 'Ibis is ulj wrong. It 
should be deprecated iu all office- 
seekers. When a man asks lor an 
office don't ask if he was a soldier, 
but ask if he is qualified. Thou wt 
will have belter officers and" a great 
step will bo taken toward affecting a 
reconciliation between tho late op- 
posing factions. Tills brings us to 
Ihc point we started out to discuss. 
Wo must in a few weeks choose nat- 
ional leaders. The same spirit of 
which wo have been speaking is the 
prevailing one, especially with (he 
Republican party. Gun. Grant a 
military man, who has been shown 
by eight years ot experience to bo ut- 
terly destitute of the qualifications of 
a civil leader will in all likelihood 
bo chosen as the standard boaror of 
the Republican party. Tbero are 
those in the Democratic party who, 
overlooking statesmanship Iu such 
men as Samuel J. Tilden, claim that 
we should uoiiiiualo a military man 
to lead us in Iho coming struggle 
There aro two reasons why we should 
not do this. Tho South is not yol 
ready to turn and lick ihc hand that 
crushed her, she must be educated by 
degree* to this point.
